— Which  looks  to  the  healthy  and 
vigorous  unfolding  and  training  of  the  mental  powers',  to  the 
best  mode,  subjedls  and  authors  of  study,  as  indicated  in  a  sub¬ 
sequent  page  of  this  catalogue. 

Third — The  Social. — Which  involves  those  conventional  ac¬ 
complishments — those  delicate  and  beautiful  virtues  so  peculiar 
and  essential  to  the  sex — as  genuine  modesty,  refined  taste,  pure 
sentiment,  polished  manners,  and  womanly  gentleness  and  bear¬ 
ing. 

Fourth — The  Religious. — As  indicated  in  another  part  of  this 
catalogue,  religious  instruction  holds  the  first  place  in  our  system 
of  teaching.  For  the  attainment  of  the  highest  excellence  in  the 
formation  of  character  and  to  make  all  learning  a  blessing  for 
time  and  eternity,  we  regard  the  teaching  of  our  holy  Christian¬ 
ity  as  absolutely  necessaay.

Pupils  are  subjected  to  three  examinations — Daily,  Intermedi¬ 
ate  and  Final.  The  first  is  oral,  the  second  is  written,  the  third 
is  both  written  and  oral.  The  Daily  is  conducted  by  the  Pro¬ 
fessor  ;  the  Intermediate,  by  the  Professor ;  the  Final,  by  the 
Faculty,  during  the  last  week  of  the  session. 

(!5rnbufition— piplomas  in  3fl)ools. 

At  the  close  of  each  session,  on  her  final  examination,  when  a 
young  lady  is  found  proficient  in  all  the  branches  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  above  schools,  a  separate  Diploma,  on  Commence¬ 
ment  Day,  is  awarded  her  in  each  of  the  schools  in  which  she 
has  thus  graduated. 

/all  piploinos. 

In  order  to  take  the  distinguished  honor  of  the  Full  Diploma, 
a  young  lady  is  required  to  Graduate  and  take  a  Diploma  in  each 
of  the  following  eight  schools,  respectively,  viz  : 

1.  In  the  School  of  Mathematics. 

2.  In  the  School  of  one  Ancient  Language — either  Latin  or 
Greek. 

3.  In  the  School  of  one  Modern  Language — either  French  or 
German. 

4.  In  the  School  of  Natural  Philosophy. 

5.  In  the  School  of  Chemistry. 

6.  In  the  School  of  History. 

7.  In  the  School  of  English  Literature. 

8.  In  the  School  of  Moral  Philosophy. 

Pupils  who  do  not  desire  to  graduate  in  Latin  or  Greek,  may 
substitute  German  therefor,  and  thus,  by  graduation  in  two  Mod¬ 
ern  Languages,  may  take  the  Full  Diploma,  without  either  of 
the  Ancient  Languages. 

Pistiiiftioiis, 

When  a  youug  lady  does  not  complete  the  entire  course  of  a 
school,  she  may  be  sustained  and  so  announced  on  the  Public 
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Day.  If  she  reaches  the  standard  of  distinction,  she  is  declared 
distinguished,  and  on  the  Public  Day  receives  a  Certificate  of 
Distinction.  Then,  as  the  result  of  the  intermediate  and  Final 
Examination,  a  young  lady  may  be  €\i\\<2x  susiained,  distinguished 
or  graduated  in  any  one  or  more  schools,  or  she  may  be  both  dis¬ 
tinguished  and  graduated  in  the  same  school. 

S*i)stcm  of  Cciui)jnu, 

Our  s3’stem  of  teaching  is  very  largely  by  leCtnres,  and  full 
explanations  upon  the  text.  The  teacher  who  never  imparts  to 
his  pupil  one  thought  beyond  the  dull  routine  of  the  textbook, 
fails  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  high  office.  All  difficult  and 
underlying  principles  should  be  unfolded  and  elucidated  by  lec¬ 
tures  and  demonstration.  The  mind  of  the  pupil,  from  time  to 
time,  should  be  inspired  and  elevated  by  an  oral  enunciation  of 
the  most  striking  and  beautiful  thoughts  of  which  the  subject 
will  admit. 

In  connecCtion  with  every  subjeCt,  the  teacher,  by  oral  instruc¬ 
tion,  may  take  the  mind  of  his  pu])il  through  a  wide  and  inte¬ 
resting  field  of  thought.  In  this  way  the  mind  of  the  learner  is 
elevated,  enlarged  and  exalted.  The  recitation  becomes  no  lon¬ 
ger  a  lifeless  and  mechanical  task,  but  a  pleasing  and  profitable 
duty. 

The  thorough  training  and  development  of  all  the  higher  pow¬ 
ers  of  the  mind,  by  analysis  and  generalization,  constitute  the 
main  objeCt  sought,  while  mere  instruction,  which  holds  but  a 
secondary  place,  is  thereby  more  successfully  accomplished.  To 
this  end,  the  pupil  is  required  to  make  notes  of  the  leCture  as  it 
is  delivered, and, whenever  practicable, to  give  an  analysis  thereof. 
She  is  furthermore  required  to  give  an  abstract  of  every  distinCt 
branch  as  it  is  concluded. 

ilbuniitaDCS  of  tl)is  S'ljstcm. 

Our  system  of  teaching,  of  conferring  distinCtionsand  the  hon¬ 
ors  of  Graduation  in  distinCt  schools,  in  one  session,  is  the  same 
as  that  long  since  adopted  by  the  University  of  Virginia.  It  is 
the  system  now  pursued  by  the  leading  colleges  in  Europe  and 
America.  Its  advantages  are  : 


. . . . .  . . . 
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First — 'Fhat  all  pupils  are  not  re(|iiired  to  jiass  through  the 
same  fixed  and  unbending  course  of  study  through  a  series  of 
years,  but  each  pupil  may  enter  those  schools  of  the  course  which 
are  best  adapted  to  her  mental  peculiarities  and  qualifications. 
And  thus  the  mental  taste,  strength,  proclivity  and  preparation 
of  each  pupil  are  daily  consulted  and  respefifed. 

Second — Pupils  are  not  ret]uired  to  remain  three  or  four  years 
in  the  College  without  taking  the  honors  of  Graduation  ;  but  in 
one  session  they  may  take  the  high  honors  of  Graduation  and  a 
Diploma  in  one  or  more  schools.  The  honors,  thus  attainable 
each  session,  afford  a  powerful  and  noble  incentive  to  duty.

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deportment  of  pupils  is  estimated  on  a  scale  of  merit, 
from  I  to  loo — i  indicating  the  mininucm  of  merit,  and 
loo  the  of  merit,  or  perfection  in  conduCt.  When  a 

young  lady  enters  the  Institute  she  is  credited  with  loo  in  con¬ 
duct.  Subsequently,  every  offense  against  law  and  order,  accord¬ 
ing  to  its  grade,  takes  from  one  ten  demerits  from  that  number. 
Of  each  pupil’s  standing  in  deportment  a  regnlar  report  is  made 
to  parent  or  guardian.  While  our  method  of  government  is  firm 
in  the  enforcement  of  law,  it  is  yet  high  toned  and  generous. 
The  odious  system  of  spying  and  entrajiDing  pupils,  or  coarse 
reproof  and  degrading  reprimand,  is  utterly  ignored  in  this  In¬ 
stitution.  Every  pupil  is  received  here  and  treated  with  all  the 
dignity  and  decorum  due  a  lady,  and  with  a  kindne.ss  and  con¬ 
fidence,  which  a  father  shows  his  child.  We  try  to  train  our  pu¬ 
pils  to  copy  all  that  is  lovely  and  beautiful  in  female  character  ; 
to  act  from  a  high  sense  of  honor  and  duty  ;  to  abhor  all  that  is 
wrong  and  love  all  that  is  right,  and  at  all  times  to  observe  the 
rules  of  conventional  propriety,  which  always  govern  the  most 
refined  and  cultivated  lady.  In  this  way  we  secure  the  ends  of 
good  government,  with  the  development  of  all  the  higher  ele¬ 
ments  of  character.  This  system  of  government  and  teaching 
is  vindicated  by  the  deportment  of  our  pupils.  At  all  times 
their  devotion  to  duty,  their  modest  deportment  and  dignified 
bearing,  have  given  them,  in  and  out  of  College,  an  enviable 
distinction.  ^

The  health  and  comfort  of  our  pupils  receive  constant  and  spe¬ 
cial  attention,  Every  necessary  is  abundantly  provided  for  their 
physical  comfort.  Young  ladies  are  provided  with  good  rooms, 
neatly  carpeted,  well  ventilated,  with  a  comfortable  fire  in  each. 
Pupils  here  are  not  iiermitted  to  suffer  for  anything  which  will 
promote  their  health  or  comfort.  When  well,  their  health  will 
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be  guarded  with  parental  solicitude  ;  if  they  should  be  sick,  a 
skillful  physician  and  tender  nurses  are  ready  to  perform  their 
kind  offices.  They  are,  at  all  times,  the  recipients  of  the  most 
unremitting  kindness  and  attention. 

lifligious  Qfrcrdses  anb  Jnstrnfliau. 

The  duties  of  each  day  begin  and  close  with  Divine  Worship, 
d-eading  the  Scriptures  (occasional  comment,)  hymn  by  the  School, 
"  and  prayer.  On  Sabbath  the  whole  School  engage  in  Bible  ex¬ 
ercise.  On  the  Sabbath,  pupils  are  required  to  attend  Divine 
Service  regularly,  when  the  weather  is  favorable.  Three  churches 
— the  Baptist,  Methodist  and  Episcopal — are  within  very  short 
distance  of  the  Institute.  Pupils  can  attend  the  church  to  which 
they  belong  at  ii  A.  M. 

Without  any  sectarian  bias,  religious  instruction  constitutes 
the  basis  of  all  true  and  faithful  teaching.  We  shall  always 
endeavor  to  teach  our  pupils  those  cardinal  principles  of 
our  holy  Christianity,  which  will  qualify  them  for  the  duties  of 
life  and  the  rewards  of  immortality.  It  is  religion  without  re¬ 
gard  to  sect  or  creed,  which  gives  learning  its  value,  and  char- 
adler  its  glory  for  time  and  eternity.

Chemistry,  with  apparatus,  will  be  taught  by  Lectures  and 
experiments. 

Modern  Languages  are  taught  by  an  accomplished  European 
teacher,  who  will  reside  in  the  Institute,  and  teach  her  pupils  to 
speak  French,  German,  Spanish,  and  Italian.

Instrumental  Music. — This  Branch  is  in  the  hands  of  an  Eu¬ 
ropean  Professor,  who,  with  a  skill  as  performer  rarely  equalled, 
combines  an  equally  rare  fidelity  and  aptness  for  teaching.  His 
efficiency  in  leading  pupils  to  a  high  grade  of  merit  and  attain¬ 
ments,  has  been  signally  established.  Under  the  training  afforded 
by  him  and  his  accomplished  assistants,  young  ladies  will  enjoy 
musical  advantages  of  the  highest  order. 
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Vocal  Department. — Special  attention  is  given  to  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  the  voice.  In  no  school  in  the  country  can  there  be 
found  greater  facilities  for  vocal  training.  At  the  head  of  this 
department  is  Miss  Lizzie  Daniel,  so  celebrated  as  a  vocalist, 
who  is  aided  by  gifted  teachers  and  accomplished  singers.  All 
who  have  opportunities  to  judge  of  the  execution  of  her  pupils 
attest  her  pre-eminence  as  a  teacher. 

All  pupils,  Vocal  and  Instrumental,  are  required  to  enter  a 
Primer  and  Harmony  Class  combined,  as  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  Rudiments  of  Music  is  requisite  to  finished  singing  or 
playing.  A  separate  Diploml  is  given  in  either  of  these  Depart¬ 
ments  to  pupils  who  have  finished  the  course  required. 

All  the  advantages  of  an  Academic  or  Conservatory  of  Music, 
may  be  enjoyed  here  in  each  of  these  Departments. 

Prsss  aulJ  Uniform. 

To  avoid  extravagant  and  unpleasant  distindlions  in  dress,  the 
young  ladies  are  required  to  wear  a  uniform  when  they  go  with¬ 
out  the  limits  of  the  Institute  on  public  occasions.  For  this  pur¬ 
pose  two  walking  suits  are  used  :  For  Fall  and  Winter,  a  plain 
black  dress,  with  wrapping  of  same  shade  as  the  dress 
either  of  the  same  material  or  heavier;  For  Spring  and  Summer, 
white  lawn.  The  dress  is  not  costly,  but  neat  and  substantial. 

These  two  uniforms  are  the  only  dresses  required  by  the  School, 
Any  neat  dress  worn  at  home,  is  suitable  for  every  day  wear  here. 
Parents  are  expressly  requested  not  to  encourage  extravagance 
in  dress,  by  sending  handsome  silks,  etc.  A  simple  white  dress 
is  all  that  is  necessary  for  Soirees  and  Commencements. 

The  Fall  uniform  must  be  ready  to  be  worn  by  the  15th  of 
October,  and  the  Spring  uniform  by  the  ist  of  May.

The  President,  his  family  and  assistants,  all  unite  in  trying  to 
make  this  School  a  refined  and  happy  home.  The  contentment 
and  happiness  of  our  pupils  throughout  the  entire  year,  (though 
some  are  over  a  thousand  miles  from  home),  their  love  for  each 
other,  and  for  their  School  and  its  teachers,  indicate  the  extent 
of  home  influence  which  is  exerted  here.

In  this  Institution  one  of  the  great  objects  of  education  is  the 
right  cultivation  of  the  taste,  sentiment  and  manners  of  our 
daughters.  In  the  sphere  of  a  cultivated  taste,  pure  sentiments 
and  refined  manners,  are  found  the  greatest  influence  and  sweet¬ 
est  charms  of  woman.  By  precept  and  example  we  try  to  teach 
our  pupils  those  pure  and  lofty  rules  of  Christian  duty  and  social 
ethics  which  most  elevate,  dignify,  and  adorn  female  character. 

College  liefepttous. 

I'he  teacher  of  Modern  Languages,  will  give  weekly  receptions 
in  College  for  the  improvement  of  the  manners  of  the  young 
ladies.  No  one  but  the  young  ladies  of  the  College  are  invited 
to  these  receptions.  Twenty-five  are  alternately  invited  and  re¬ 
quired  to  attend  each  reception  until  all  the  pupils,  in  due  order, 
attend  them.  'I'he  entertainment  consists  in  music,  refined  con¬ 
versation  and  social  pleasure.  The  design  and  use  of  these  en¬ 
tertainments  are  to  give  young  ladies  those  polished  manners  and 
graceful  accomplishments  necessary  for  the  parlor. 

focatinn. 

Staunton  is  one  of  the  healthiest  towns  in  the  Union,  It  is 
distinguished  for  its  health,  scenery  and  society.  It  is  sitmted 
midway  between  the  mountains,  in  the  heart  of  the  rich  and 
beautiful  Valley  of  Virginia,  and  is  accessible  by  rail  and  telegraph 
from  all  parts  of  the  country.  It  is  sought  as  a  resort  for  health 
and  Summer  recreation,  by  travelers  from  various  parts  of  the 
South.  Young  ladies  in  this  Institution,  especially  those  from  the 
Gulf  States,  who  come  here  with  feeble  constitutions,  have  beeri  en¬ 
tirely  restored  to  health.  Society  is  peaceful  and  settled.  The 
population  of  this  great  valley  is  nearly  all  white,  and  entirely  free 
from  the  disturbing  elements  which  exist  in  other  parts  of  the  South. 
Staunton  is  within  a  few  hours’  travel  of  the  Virginia  Military 
Institute,  Washington  and  Lee  University,  University  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  Randolph  Macon  College,  and  within  less  than  a  day’s 
travel,  by  rail,  of  Baltimore,  Richmond,  and  other  cities  of  like 
distance.

The  Correspondence  of  Pupils  must  be  such  as  to  meet  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  parents  or  guardians. 

All  attention  or  visits  from  young  gentlemen^  without  written 
authority  from  their  parent  or  guardian,  are  expresslyprohibited. 

Pupils  are  required  to  take  exercise  by  daily  walks  with  the 
Governess. 

Phe  Governess,  or  her  assistants,  will  always  accompany  the 
young  ladies  whenever  they  walk  without  the  inclosure  of  the 
College. 

No  pupil  will  be  allowed  to  expend  money  or  contract  any 
debt  without  the  advice  of  the  Principal  and  the  consent  of  her 
parent  or  guardian. 

Pupils  can  attend  the  church  to  which  they  belong  at  ii  A.  M., 
in  the  evening  with  the  family. 

A  Musical  Rehearsal  will  be  given  monthly,  by  the  Music 
Class,  before  the  Faculty  and  a  few  invited  guests. 
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The  daughters  of  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  are  charged  no  tui¬ 
tion  in  the  regular  course. 

All  express  packages  must  be  prepaid. 

Parents  are  earnestly  requested  not  to  remit  any  money  to 
their  daughters  by  mail. 

Official  Monthly  Reports  of  the  progress  of  the  pupils  will  be 
sent  regularly  to  parents  or  guardians. 

Each  boarder  wilt  furnish  one  pair  of  sheets,  towels,  pillow 
cases,  one  pair  of  blankets,  one  white  spread,  one  knife,  fork  and 
spoon.  Pupils  are  required  to  take  good  care  of  these  articles 
and  take  them  home  when  they  leave  the  School. 

We  suggest  that  each  pupil  shall  be  furnished  an  umbrella, 
gum  shoes  and  water-proof,  they  being  essential  to  their  health 
and  comfort. 

The  parent  can  give  no  authority  whatever  to  his  daughter  to 
depart  from  or  violate  any  rule  of  the  Institute. 

The  request  of  a  parent  to  permit  his  daughter  to  depart  from 
any  rule  of  the  Institute  will  not  be  entertained,  except  for  ill 
health. 

Our  charges  for  board  are  fixed  for  pupils  in  health.  No  de¬ 
duction  is  made,  therefore,  for  the  absence  of  a  pupil  from  reci¬ 
tation  during  her  sickness  in  the  Institute  ;  for  the  reason  that 
for  extra  expenses  of  fuel,  light,  servants’  attention,  nursing,  and 
for  additional  care  and  superintendence  required  dunng  her 
sickness,  no  charge  is  made  by  us. 

Pupils  are  charged  for  the  entire  scholastic  year,  without  a 
special  contract  to  the  contrary. 

No  deduction  for  absence  is  made,  except  for  such  severe  and 
protracted  illness  of  the  pupil,  as  to  require  her  to  leave  the 
School,  and  only  then  upon  the  written  certificate  of  her  Medi¬ 
cal  Attendant, certifying  that  her  health  requires  such  withdrawal. 

The  rigid  observance  of  this  rule  is  absolutely  necessary,  in 
order  to  preserve  financial  security,  and  guard  against  disastrous 
pecuniary  losses,  Avhich  cannot  be  anticipated  in  our  yearly  en¬ 
gagements  with  patrons,  teachers  and  dealers.  Our  contradls 
eachers  for  tuition,  and  dealers  for  the  support  of  t’ 
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stitute,  are  made  for  the  entire  scholastic  year.  Our  ability  to 
meet  these  contracts,  for  the  conduct  and  support  of  the  Insti¬ 
tute,  depend  entirely  upon  the  fulfillment  of  the  contract  on  the 
part  of  each  patron,  that  is,  that  he  will  pay  the  amount  of  board 
and  tuition  with  which  he  is  charged  for  the  entire  scholastic 
year.  When  a  patron,  therefore,  withdraws  his  daughters  from 
School,  a  deduction  therefor  is  a  dead  loss  to  the  treasury,  while 
our  obligations  and  expenses,  in  support  of  the  School,  continue 
the  same  ;  a  patron,  therefore,  who  withdraws  his  daughter  from 
the  Institute  for  any  other  cause  than  that  of  protracted  illness 
of  the  pupil,  will  be  expected  to  pay  for  the  scholastic  year  for 
which  she  is  engaged,  without  a  special  contract  to  the  contrary. 

(£alstl)cnifs. 

This  beautiful  exercise  is  now  regarded  a  most  essential  ele¬ 
ment  of  education.  It  gives  to  the  body  not  only  a  healthful  and 
vigorous  growth,  but  also  grace  and  elegance  to  the  carriage,  and 
all  the  movements  of  the  person. 

The  benefits  acquired  by  this  daily  exercise  should  be  enjoyed 
by  every  young  lady  in  the  School  ;  not  only  as  a  most  graceful 
accomplishment,  but  as  an  element  of  health.  We  are  desirous 
that  every  pupil,  if  possible,  should  belong  to  the  Calisthenic 
Classes. 

We  have,  therefore,  reduced  our  terms  for  this  branch  from 
^lo  to  ^5  for  the  Half-Session  of  Five  Scholastic  Months, — that 
no  one  may  hesitate  on  account  of  the  fee  to  give  their  daugh¬ 
ters  the  advantages  peculiar  to  this  department. 
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We  call  attention,  especially,  to  the  great  reduction  in  our 
Terms.  While  our  educational  advantages  are  not  diminished — 
having  the  same  superior  class  of  teachers  and  the  same  high 
order  of  culture  in  all  departments  of  the  College — yet  this  lib¬ 
eral  reduction  is  made  to  suit  the  present  financial  condition  of 
the  country.
